THE PRICE OF A MINUTE 

Almost any day you can read in 
the newspapers of someone killed 
by an explosion caused by pouring 
kerosene on a fire from a can. 

It would take ten seconds to pour 
the kerosene into a small dish from 
which the few drops could be safely 
thrown on the fire. It would take 
barely a minute to rebuild the 
kindling so that no kerosene is need- 
ed, 

But a life is the price of the few 
seconds or the minute that was 
saved, 

Probably 90 per cent of avoidable 
accidental deaths are the price of a 
few seconds, or a minute at the most. 
By extra speed a motorist saves a 
minute, and dies for it. For the 
sake of two seconds’ precaution, a 
pedestrian may be killed, A step in 
the dark, a reckless dive, any one of 
a score of thoughtless actions may 
cost life. A moment's judgment or 
observation would have saved it. 

Carefulness becomes as thorough- 
ly a habit as carelessness, It de- 
velops the faculty of quick percep- 
tion, instant observation.

It is good for the 
memory, sharpens the entire intel- 
lectual process, Best of all, it saves 
lives.

Garnet is one or two days earlier 
in maturity than Reward and under 
some conditions is a heavier yielder. 
This variety has not me with favour 
from the Canadian millers although 
no complaints have been raised by 
the overseas trade, It is doubtful 
if this excellent variety will ever be 
able to live down the prejudice 
developed as a result of the discrim- 
jination against it by the local milling 


industry. Where Reward is not 
available, Garnet is the best variety 
to replace other early maturing 
sorts, 


Red Bobs 222 is about midway be- 
tween Garnet and Marquis in ma- 
turity. It is a heavy yielder and has 
strong straw, but when grown under 
some conditions, lacks quality of 
threshed grain. This latter factor 
is the only one that has prevented 
this sort becoming one of our lead- 
ing varieties. 

Renfrew is a late maturing variety 
that produces wonderful yields in 
districts where it will mature, Its 
late maturity makes it a very risky 
variety to use in the park belt of 
Alberta. 


FROST BITE 

One day recently during the few 
ys of below zero weather, a boy 
of sixteen, a new comer to the West, 
was brought to a Edmonton hospital 
with both hands frozen white. He 
had been two months only in Canada 
and having come from Scotland did 
not know the danger of exposing his 
bare hands when the temperature 
was twenty-eight below with a chill 
little wind blowing. However he 
knows now, and will take care in 
future 

For those new-comers to our Can- 
adian West who have not yet weath- 
ered a Winter with us, this article 
is written. If nose, ears, fingers or 
toes lose feeling and appear a cold 
white, start friction with snow or a 


piece of ice at once, and keep it up 
until a pink glow appears in the 
affected part. If possible, put hands 
or feet in cold water and keep there 
for an hour or more and then use 
friction until circulation has been 
completely established. 

Never put in hot water, nor place 
near a fire, 

A person found frozen to uncon- 
sciousness should be placed in a cold 
room and friction with cloth wrung 
out of ice cold water applied to body 
with hand friction to extremities. 
This to be kept up until circulation 
re-established. Then patient is 
placed between warm blankets and 
given a hot drink.
